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Account of the TEA SHRUB. — 
From Le Goampre’s Lliftory of Ubina. 


MONG the fhrubs of China the moft 
extraordinary is that of Tea, which 
js diitinguithed into feveral iorts. One of 
the principal of them is the fong-lo, which 
we call green tea. Ic is planted in the man- 
ner of vines, and tf not cut will grow feven 
or eight feet high. ‘The flower is white, 
and in the fhape of a rofe ; in the autumn, 
when it drops off, there appears a berry in 
the fhape of a nut, a little moift, and of no 
bad tafle. There is another fort of the tea- 
fhrub which grows in the province of Foki- 
en, and is called vui, or bohea. ‘The only 
difference between this tea and the former, 
is, that the leaves of that are longer and 
{harper pointed, and thoie of the latter of a 
darker colour. This lait being efteemed 
wore falutary, is generally ufed throughout 
the ¢mpiie. 

From this fhrab are prepared three forts 
of tea: the firit, of the tender leaf when 
newly planted, which is feldom expofed to 
fale; but ferves to make prefents of, and 
to fend to the emperor; this is called man- 
cha, Or imperial tea, ‘The fecond contifts 
of leaves of afenfible growth, and is eltce- 
med a very good fort. The remaining 
leaves are fuftered to arrive at their full 
growth, and this makes athird fort; and a 
fourth is made of the flower itéel 

‘There are alio feveral other kinds of teas, 
but they are very little different from the 
two principal { rts, except ia what is owing 
tothe mature Of the iol in waich tiey are 
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they pretend, never goes out nor waites.— 
Tt is. inclofed in along candleftic, above 
which it rifes not more than an inch, in 
fuch a manner, that it is always in their 
power to raife it to the fame height, when 
it is burnt to the edge of the candleitic, or 
put another 1a its place, when it is confum- 
ed. Though this mammery is fo vifible, it 
would be dangerous to {peak of it in public, 
before the people, who are perfuaded of the 
truth of this miracté, and who would be fure 
to deipile if not to hate you; fora Naza- 
rene*® who will pardon a fenfible affront, 
would never forgive a banteron the reality 
of the miracie of the holy candle. 

The fory which is told of this miraculous 
taper is founded on the pretended deliver- 
ance of a Nazarene, who had given him- 
feif to the devil. This man, whofe name 
was Chiiflopher, weary of taking great 
pains for very little money, aad of being 
always a flave, refolved to be more at eale 
inthis world, though he was not fo happy 
in the next. He heard his paftor {peak eve- 
ry day of the great power of the devil, and 
ofthe numbers of people that gave them- 
felves to him. This prieft made himfelf 
hoarle by talking of all the wicked {pirits 
which to his knowledge had gratified the 
criminal defires of private men. His dif- 
courfes convinced the lazy Chriitopher, who 
withthe help of the devil was refolved to 
have money, and to take lefs care and 
pains than he had done’ to get it. He call- 


ed therefore feveral times to the devil, but. 


whether his devilhhip had other bufinefs at 
that time upon his hands, or whether he 
forefaw what wou'd happen to him, he made 
no great haftz to come at Chriflopher’s call, 
wil being quite tired out with the impatient 
Nazareae’s importunity, he came one day 
to the houfé, and appeared to him in the 
fhape of a pretty litie monkey. ‘* What 
is it thou doft want with me ?” faid he, 
** thou hafl been calling a long time. ——~— 
Speak, what can I do for thy fervice ?” 
*¢ My Lord,” replied Chriftopher, ** they 
f2y that your Lordthip can pive eltates and 





wealth to whomioever you pleafe. 1 fhould 
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be obliged to you if you would grant me 
fome fhare in your favour.”” ‘* But what 
haft thou to give me?” faid the devil._—— 
** Alas! my lord,”’ replied Chriflopher, 
‘« T have nothing for myielf, Iam but a 
poor carpenter that live by my calling.’ 
‘© Twill,” fays Beelzebub, ‘* give thee 
for thirty years as mach goid as thou canit 
wilh, but after that time is expired I fhail 
want a Carpenter in the infernal manfions, 
for fome repairs which I forefee will be ne- 


-ceffary in my palace, and therefore when 


this time is out, I fhall comeand fetch 
thee.”? Chriftopher and the devil mutually 
figned the contra&t, which being done, the 
Monkey-Beelzebub gave a {pring and made 
his exit up the chimney. The Nazarene 
wifhed for fix thoufand piftoles, and pre. 
fently he found that fum in his pockets, 
upon which he quits his plane and chiffel, 
and buys him an houfe. The fix thoufand 
piftoles being {fpent, he demands fix thou- 
{and more, and obtains them, which fum 
he lays out in furniture and plate. As fcon 
as this fum was {pent he withed for another; 
and no fooner afked but he had it, fo that 
never was a devil more punctual, and Chri- 
ftopher was fo taken with his honefty, that 
he did not like to hear him taxed with the 
want of it. 

Fifteen years of the leafe were expired, 
when one night as the Nazarene was enter- 
taining fome of his friends at fopper, (for 
after he had acquired a fortune, he did not 
want friends) he ordered his maid to ga 
into the cellar for a particular fort of wine, 
which he referved for {pecial regales.——— 
Down went Jenny as foon as fhe was bid, 
but how great was her furprife, when fhe 
faw upon one of the pipes a luity man dreff- 
ed ia black, who bid her go up and te!l her 
mafter that he muft needs ipeak with him, 
and that without delay, or he mutt expect to 
have his neck twilted before all his guefts, 
The maid, very much aghaft, called Chri- 
flo-her afide, and told him the meflage, 
By the defcription fhe gave him he miftruft- 
ed that this great black man was the devil, 
and having provided himfelf with his con- 
tract, he took it down with him to'the cell- 
ar, to thew him that his leafe was but half 
expired. ‘° Well’’ fays the appurition to 
him as foon as he had entered the cellar, 
** Jam to tell thee thou haf but one bour 
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to ljve,”? « My Lord,” replied Chrifto- 
pher, “* your Lordthip is miitaken by {if- 
teen years; here ismy contract.” ‘* Fiow 
long did | promife you life?’’ faid Beelze- 
bub. ‘* Thirty years.’? replied Chrilto- 
pher, ‘“* Very weil,”? replied the devil : 
“* pray do not fifteen years of: days, and fif- 
teen years of nights make up the account? 
That is, pofitively, our way of computati- 
on, and we thal! not go to alter the method 
of calculating the inicraal years to pleaie 
ou.”’ 

Chriftophet, very much altonifhed, went 
up into the hall to his frieads, who feeing 
him fo melancholy and dejected, afked him 
the reafon of it, and he told them his un- 
happy cafe. ‘* Be of good courage,”’ faid 
a Norman prieft to him, who happered to 
be one of the guelts, ‘* go down into the 
ecliar, and only tell the devil to prolong 
your lite while this candle buras.””  Chrit- 
opher went and carried his petition to the 
devil, who, to convince him that he was a 
good-natur’d devil in the main, though he 
calculated the years otherwife than this 
world does, granted him his requeit. The 
Nazarene carried the candle back to th 

rieft, who without lofs of time dipped it 
in holy water, that the devil might not have 
power over it to fieze and put iroat. This 
firatagem, which Beelzebubd was not aware 
of, rendered all his tricks of no avail. He 
made his way back to the infernal territories 
by a deep hole he made in the ground, of 
which none could ever yet found the bottom. 
The Nazarene did penance a long while for 
this crime. The confecrated candie was

N the beginning of the reign 
of the Emperor Kambi a Man- 
carin of Canton was alarmed, as 
he was fitting in his houfe, at a vi- 
olent uproar in that adjoining ; on 
which he fent to enquire into the 
iatter, expecting to hear of no- 
thing lefs than a murder. Word 
was brought him, however, that it 
was only a religious difpute between 
the almoner of the Danifh compa- 
ny, @chaplain from Batavia, ana 
a Jefuit.

The Dane next interpofed ; your 
worfhip, fays he, fpeaks with the 
ereatelt wifdom ;—we do refpect 
thotfe great aflemblies as we ought, 
and are therefore entirely of the o- 
pinion of many fuch aflemblies 
held before that of the council of 
Trent. 

Nay, nay, faid the Mandarin, 
if that be the cafe, I beg your par- 
don ; you may, for aught I know, 
be in the right, So you and this 
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Dutchman agree in the fame on}. 
nion againft therpoor Fefnir, 

Not atall, Sir, fays the Dutch. 
man; this perfon holds opinions 
almoft as extravagant as thofe of 
the Jefuit, who feems to be focan. 
did here before you: but T cay 
hold my patience no longer. 

How, fays the Mandarin, Ido 
not underftand you. Arz2 you nog 
all three Chriftians ? Do you not 
all three come hitner to teach us 
Chriftianity ? And ought you not 
of courfe to have all the fame ten. 
ets ? 

Your worfhip fees now, fays the 
Jefuic, thatthefe two perfons are 
mortal enemies, and yet both dif. 
pute with me; it is therefore evi. 
dent they are both wrong and that 
lonly am in the right. 

Not fo neither, returned the 
Mandarin, that is not fo evident; 
it may be more likely, asf fufpet 
it is, that you are all three in the 
wrong, I fhould be glad to hear 
you argue one after another, 

The Jefuit then began, and 
made a long harangue; during 
which the Hollander and Dane on- 
ly fhrugged up their fhoulders,— 
while the Mandarin underftood no- 
thing of what was faid. The Dane 
fpoke next, while his two antago- 
nifts regarded him with equal con- 
tempt, and the Mandarin compre. 
hended juft as much as before.— 
The Dutchman fpoke in his turn, 
and with the fame fuccefs. At 
leneth they all three talked toge- 
ther, asd abufed each other very 
loudly. The Mandarin found it 
difficult to be heard in the fray, but 
having filenced them, told them 
if they would have their doétrines 
tolerated in China, they mutt be- 
gin by being neither intolerant nor 
intolerable. 

After the audience was over, the 
Jefuit met a Jacobin miMonary, 
to whom he related the affair, and 
told him he had gained his point, 
for that truth was always triumph- 
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ant. But if] had been there, fays 


the Jacobin, you would not have 


gained it; for I could have con- 
victed you both of falfhood and 
idolatry. On this a freth quarrel 
commenced, the Jefuit and Jacob- 
in grew warm, and fiezed each o- 
ther by the hair; when the Mand- 
arin, informed of the circumflance, 
committed them both to prifon. 
The Mandarin’s deputy foon after 
came to him, and afked how long 
his excellency would pleafe to have 
them detained, ‘Till they agree, 
replied the Mandarin. Then faid 
the deputy they are in prifon for 
life, for they will never agree. Well 
then returns the Mandarin, till they 
forgive each other. That is the 
fame thing, fays the deputy, for 
they will no fooner forgive each 
other than they will agree. Well, 
well, fays the Mandarin, then let 
them ftay there till they are con- 
tent to feem to agree.

X 7HEREAS the fafety and tranquility 
i of the frontiers of the United States, 
do in fome meafure depend on maintaining 
a good correfpondence between their citi- 
zens in amity with them: And whereas 
the United States in Congrefs affembled, 
under the ninth of the articies of confedera- 
tion and perpetuai union, have the fole right 
and power of regulating the trade, and 
managing all affairs with the Indians not 
members of the flates; provided that the 
legiflative right of any flae within its own 
limits be not infriaged or violated. 

Be it erdarmed by ive United fiaies in Con- 
greys aff méted, That froin and after the 
pafling of this ordinaace, the Indian depart 
ment be divided inro two diitriéts, viz. 
The fouthern, which fhall comprehend with- 
in its limiis, all the nations of the United 
Staes, who refide ionthward of the river 
Ohio; and the northern, which all com- 
prenend all the other Indian nations within 
the faid territory, and weftward ot Hudton 
tiver, Provided that all councils, rreaties, 
cOmmunications and official traufadtions, 
beiweea the juperiutendant hereaiier men- 
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tioned for the northern difriét, and the In- 
dian nations, be held, tranfacted and done, 
at the Outpolt occupied by the troops of the 
United States, in the faid diftrict. ‘That a 
fuperintendant be appointed for each of the 
faid diftritts, who fhail continue in office for 
two years, unlefs fooner removed by Con- 
greis, and fhall refide within or as near the 
ciitrit for which he fhall be {fo appointed, 
as may be convenient tor the management 
of its concerns. ‘ihe faid fuperintendants 
fhall attend to fuch regulations, as Congreis 
fhall from time to time eftablifh refpecting 
Indian affairs. The fuperintendant for the 
northern diitrict, fhail have authority to ap- 
point two deputies, torefide in duch places 
as fhall beft tacilitate the regulations of the 
Indian trade, and to remove them for mii- 
behaviour. ‘There fhall be a communication 
of all matters relative tothe bufiaefs ot the 
Indian department, kept up between the 
faid fuperintendants, who ihall regularly 
corre!pond with the iecretary at war, through 
whom ail communications re{pecling the 
Indian department, fhall be made to Con- 
grefs ; and the fuperintendants are hereby 
dire&ted to obey all initruGions, which they 
fhall from time to time receive from the 
fail fecretary at war. And when ever they 
fhall have realon to fufpect, any tribe or 
tribes of Indians, of hoftiie intentions, they 
fhall communicate the fame to the executive 
of the ftate or itates, whole territories are 
fubje& to the effect of fuch hoitilities. All 
ftures, provifions or other property, which 
Congreis may think neceflary for prefents to 
the ladians, fhall be in the cuitody and un- 
der the care of the faid fuperintendants, who 
fhall render an annval account of the expen- 
ditures of the fame, to the board of trea- 
fury. 

And be it further ordained, That none 
but the citizens of the United States, fhail 
be fufiered to refide among the Indian na- 
tions, or be allowed to trade with any nation 
of the Indians, within the territory of the U- 
nited States. That no perfon, citizen or other 
under the penalty of ive hundred dollars, 
fhall refide among or trade with any Indian 
or Indian nation, within the territory of the 
United States, without a licente for the pnr- 
pole firft obtained from the fuperintendant 
of the diftriét, who are hereby dircéted to 
give fuch licenfe to every perion, who fhall 
produce from the fupreme executive of any 
ftate, acertificate ander the feal of the Rate, 
that he is of good charater and fuitably 
provided and qualified for that employment, 
for which licente he fhall pay the tum of fif- 
ty dollars to the faid fuperintendant for the 
wie of the United States ‘That no li- 
ceufe to trade with the Indians fhall be in 
force tor a longer term than one year; nor 
fhall permits or pafiports be granted toavy 
other perfons than citizens of the United 
States to travel thiough the Indian nations, 
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without having previoufly made their buf- 
nefs known to the fuperintendant ot the dif- 
trict, and received his {pecial approbation. 
That previous toany perion or perions ob- 
taining a licenfe to trade as aforeiaid, he or 
they fhall give boadin three thoufand dollars 
to the fuperintendant of the diftrict, for 
the ufe of the United States, for his ftrict 
ee ae to, and obfervance of fuch rules 
and regulations as Congrefs may from time, 


- to time eftablith for the government of the 


Indian trade. All fums to be received by 
the faid fuperintendants, either for licenfes 
or fines, fhall be annually accounted for by 
them with the board of treafury. 

And be it further ordainec, That the faid 
fuperintendants, and the deputics, fhall not 
be engaged, either diretly or indireétly in 
trade with the hidians, on pain of forieit- 
ing their offices, and each of the fuperin- 
tendants fha!] take the following oath, pree 
vious to his entering on the duties of his ap- 
pointment «© i, A. B. do fwear. that 
{ will well and faithfully ferve the United 
States in the office of {uperintendant of In- 
dian affairs, for the diftrit: That I 
will carefully attend to all fuch orders and 
inftru€ions as I fhall from time to time 
receive from the United States in Congrefs 
effe abled, or the fecretary at war: That 
I will not be concerned, either direétly or 
indirectly in trade with the Indians, .and 
that in al] things belonging to my faid office, 
during my continuance therein, | will faith- 
fully, juitly and truly, according to the beft 
of my fkill and judgement, do equal im- 
partial juftice, without fravd, favour or af- 
fedtion.”” And the fuperintendant for the 
northern diffriét, fhall adminifter to his de- 
puties, the followin, oath, before they pro- 
ceed on the duties of their office, ‘*J, A. B. 
do fwear, that I will well and faithtolly 
ferve the United States, in the office of de- 
puty fuperintendant of Indian affairs for the 
northern diftri&, that 1 will carefully attend 
to all iach orders and isftructions as | fhall 
from time to time receive from the United 
States in Congrefs afiembled, the fecrerary 
at war, or the fuperintendant of the difrick 
aforeiaid, and in all things beionging to my 
jaid oflice, during my continuance therein, 
1 will faithfully, juitly and trely, according 
to the beit of my fkill and judgement, do 
equal and impartial juftice, without fraud, 
favour or affection.” And the faid fupere 
intendants, and deputy-fuperintendants, 
fhall each of them give bond with furety to 
the board of treafury, in truit for the United 
Stats; the fuperiatendants each in the 
fam of fix thoufand dollars, and the deputy- 
fuperintendaats each in the fum of three 
thoufand dollars, for the faithful difcharge of 
the duties of their office. 

And it is further crdained, That all 
fines and forfeitures which may be incurred 
by contravening this ordi.ance, Gall be 
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fued for and recovered before any court of 
record in the united States, the one mo ety 
thereof to him or them who may projecute 
therefor, and the other. moiety to the ule 
of the United Srates. And the faid iuper- 
intendants fhall have power, and hereby 
are authorifed, by force to reftrain therefrom, 
all perfons who thall attempt an intercourie 
with the Indians without aliceafe therefor 
obtained as aforefaid. 

And be it further ena&ed, That in all cafes 
where tranfactions without any nation or 
tribe of Indians thal become neceffary to the 
purpotes of this aedinance, which cannot be 
done without interfe ering with the legiflative 
rights of a ftate, the fuperi ate Me 
an whofe diitrict the fame fhall happe a, fhall 
at in conjunction with the authority of tuch 
flate.

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From Ramfay’s ESSAY onthe 


Treatment of oa in the 
Britifh Sugar Colonie 
N my firft fettlement as a mi- 
.te-in the Weft-Indies, I 
made fume public attempts to in. 
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ftrud flaves. I began to draw up 
fome eaty, plain “difcourfes for 
their inftre@tion. I invited them 
to attend on Sundays, at particu- 


lar hours. I appointed hours at 
horne, to inftruct fuch fenfible 


flaves as would of themfelves at- 
tend and repeatedly exbortedtheir 
matters to encourage fuch in their 
attendance. I recommended the 
French cuftom of beginning. and 
ending work by prayer, but incon- 
ceivable was the ittlefnefs with 
which I was heard, and bitter was 
the cenfure heaped on me in re- 
turn. It was quickly fugeeited, 
and generally believed, th at Lwan- 
ted to interrupt the work of flaves, 
to give them time, forfooth, to 
{ay their prayers; and that I aim- 
ed at the making of them Chrilfti- 
ans to render them incapable of 
being good flaves. In one word, 
I ftood, i in opinion, a rebel convidt 
againit the intere ft and majefty of 
p lanterfhip. And as the Jews fav, 
that in every punifhment with 
which they have been }proved, 
fince the bondage of Egypt, there 
has been an ounce of the golden 
calf of Hloreb ; fo may I fay, that 
in every inftance of prejudice (and 
they have not been a few) with 
which, till within a few years of 
my departure from the country, I 
have been exercifed, there has been 
an ounce of my fruitlefs attempts 
to improve the minds of flaves. 
No mafter would ufe any influ- 
ence with his flaves to make them 
attend at the appointed hours.—-— 
Even fome who approved of the 
plan, or at leaft durft not for fhame 
object to it, and who would have 
been offended with the man who 
fhould infinuate their difregard to 
religion, did not think themfelves 
obliged to co-operate, or encour- 
age their flaves to attend on inftruc- 
tion. Nor did this backwardnefs 
proceed from a dread of the ill con- 
fequences that would proceed from 
improvement, but from an indo- 
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lence in fuch matters, that cannot 
be explained to one unacquainted 
with thecountry. ... 

In the bidding prayer, T had in- 
ferted a petition “for the converfion 
of flaves. It was efteemed fo dif- 
agreeable a memento, that feveral] 
white people on account of it left 
off attending divine fervice. Iwas 
obliged to omit the prayer entirely 
to try and bring them back. In 
fhort, neither were the flaves at 
that time defirous of being taught 
nor were their matters inclined. to 
encourage them.

BUTCHER had fold meat 
for Paper money, till he was 
no longer able to furnith his ftall 
by means of that medium, and re- 
folved on refuting A filvers 
{mith demanded to purchafe beef 
for paper, and a young man who 
had the ‘charge of the ftall in the 
abfence of the ‘butcher, faid his or- 
ders were to fell for hard money 
only. The former perfifled, weigh- 
ed off alot, and tendered paper; 
but the man refuf ling to receive it, 

- beef was carried off. The 
butcher, on returning to his ftall, 

was informed of the circ umftance, 

and immediately repaired to the 
fhop of his paper money cuftomer, 

who being abfent, he laid out a 

number of articles, the prices of 

which were afcertained by a perfon 
who attended the fhop. The fil- 
verfmith foon after arrived, and ac- 
quaintéd the butcher that he had 
lodged complaints againft him for 
violating the gcod and wholefome 
laws of the State, by refufine to 
receive paper moncy for beef. The 
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jatter afured him he was forry for 
the occafion; had he been prefent, 
the paper money would probably 
have been received, and propofed 
a compromife ; the former replied 
that it was too late, and that the 
laws mult have their courfe. The 
butcher then faid he had laid afide 
fundry articles of filver ware, a- 
mounting to about Six Pounds, for 
which the paper was laid down.

The knight of the cleaver 
in his turn entered a complaint, 
and the filverfmith is about to com- 
mence a fuit againft him; fo that 
this affair is likely to produce bu- 
finefs for the gentlemen of the law.
